She was slightly unsettled at times, lint wns 
disposed to Oe industrious and cheerful.— 
Having earned a liule money by her needle, 
the first use she made of it was, to buy a 
pair of vases for Friend Hopper; and proud 
and pleased she was when she lireiiehtthem 
home and presented them !

THE INDIAN' S TEST. 

A correspondent of the Observer, in giv¬ 
ing some reminiscences of the scences of 
his early home, relates the following : 

“ Near my grandfather's house lived a 
worthy old settler, whose whole soul was 
bound up in a little grandchild—a spark¬ 
ling, merry thing—over whose head a dozen 
summers had hardly rolled their course. She 
was the angel ofthat house. Her sweet prat¬ 
tle, like the lark, broke with the morning 
light upon ear and hearts of the delighted 
parents, and the bright dazzling of her 
sparkling eyes, during the live-long day, 
diffused joy'and gladness through the hearts 
of all. “Do you love me 1” said an Indian 
chief to the "sire one day. “Am I your 
friend!” “Certainly you are,” said the 
old man. “You shall always be my friend.” 
“Then as a token of your friendship and as 
a pledge of your peace toward me, give me 
that child to take to my wigwam. By to¬ 
morrow’s light she shall he in your arms 
again, and ourtriendship will be firm forev¬ 
er.” It was a hard trial to the old man’s 
soul. He trembled at the dilemma. To 
refuse, would secure the Chieftain’s wrath 
and perhaps his own destruction. To give 
her away into the hands of a barbarous sav¬ 
age even for a night, how could he! It 
would be like tearing the heart strings 
asunder. “Take her,” he said, “I will 
tr.ist your word.” It was a sad night that, 
at the old settler’s house. The heart of the 
mother bled as it never had before, lmag 
ination kindled all the horrors of Indian 
cruelty, and her little one was there a lamb 
among wolves. The hours of the night 
rolled away on wheels of lead. The bright 
sun arose but with no healing in its wings, 
and while nature rejoiced, and all was'clear 
and bright and beautiful without, dark 
do ids sat brooding over the mother’s heart, 
for her babe had not yet come. “How could 
she have given her up.” Through the mis¬ 
ty tear drops she saw it rolling down its 
westward course shedding its fading lustre 
over the high hills and the deep valleys, but 
in vain she strained her eyes to the opening 
whence in their return she knew they must 
emerge. And the mother’s heart grew dark¬ 
er and more fearful, for who can measure a 
mother’s love! But a sudden shout of joy 
and the prattle of her darling breaking upon 
the air, revealed the red man’s faithfulness, 
and the child’s safety. But its little frock 
which her own fingers had made for it, and 
its little cap which her own hands had adorn¬ 
ed, its tiny shoes so cunningly buckled, were 
all torn away, and her babe stood before 
hejt.arrayed in the full garb of Indian life. 
Three dark feathers overshadowed her lily 
brow. The Indian toga hung from her

The abstract further informs 
us that the native population number nearly 
18,000,000, and the foreign population less 
than 2,250,000 at the time this criminal

How to Preserve Eggs. Take a half 
inch board of any convenient length ana 
breadth, and pieree it as full of holes (each 
1 1-2 inch in diameter) as you can. A 
hoard two feet and six inches in length, and 
one foot wide, has five dozen in it, say 
twelve rows of five each. Then take four 
strips two inches broad, and nail them to¬ 
gether edgewise into a rectangular frame of 
the same size as your other board. Nail 
this board upon the frame, and the work is 
done, unless yon choose to nail a heading 
around the top. Put your eggs in this board 
as they come from the poultry house, the 
small ends down, and they will keep good for 
six months, if you take the following pre¬ 
cautions : Lake care that the eggs do not 
get wet, either in the nest or afterwards.— 
Keep them in a cool room in summer, and 
out of the roach of frost in the winter, if 
two boards be kept, one can be filling while 
the other is empting .—English Agricultural 


The River Thames. The Thames is 
about 230 miles long. In the vicinity of 
London, which is 60 miles from its mouth, 
say from London Bridge to Hammersmith 
Bridge, a distance of about five miles—it is 
from a quarter to a half of a mile in width. 
The Thames Tunnel is 1300 feet long, but 
the river at this point is not more than 900 
feet wide. 


It has been recommended by experienced 
breeders, to construct the boxes, so as to ad¬ 
mit the fowls on the, back sides, and have lids 
.hung on hinges on the top of the tier, to be 
raised up to examine the nests. This.plan 
has its advantages and disadvantages. It 
affords a quiet retreat for the fowls, but does 
not allow the breeder to see at a glance 
whether all is right therein, ns he should he 
able to see, when his hens are incubating. 
It sometimes happens that two fowls erdwd 
into- one nest by mistake, and if it be the 
nest of a sitting lien, serious results often 
happen in the destruction of eggs, as I have 
before stated. Again, it is a question 
whether permanent or moveable boxes are 
the best. I use both kinds, but give the pre¬ 
ference to the letter, the moveable ones. For 
the large breeds, 1 construct them 15 inches 
in diameter, each way, and from 8 to 12 
inches high, with the fronts sawed out ob- 
liquelv from each upper corner, towards tho 
centre down within 6 inches of the bottom ; 
thus affording ingress without obliging the 
hens to hop down, which our large breeds 
cannot do without danger of breaking the 
eggs. Furthermore, some of them cannot 
get into a nest one foot high, without con¬ 
siderable effort at flying up, when a Com¬ 
mon, native lien would hop up with the

But the best 
feed is the honey itself. I have known a 
large colony to remove from six to eight 
pounds of honey from pans in 12 hours; 
thus you may see from the quantity of syrup 
taken up, it is impossible that it should uii- 
dertto any considerable change in the sto¬ 
mach of the worker. A bee will fill its sto¬ 
mach from the pan in from 30 to*50 seconds, 
and empty it in less time, hence it is evident 
that the whole theory, with regard to the ca¬

Friend Moore :—The large potato onion 
is beginning to attract notice among farmers 
as well as market gardeners. There are 
three kinds of potato or hilL onions—one, 
small ran old variety known by various names 
as'tlie-Bunch Onion, Cluster, and Multipliers; 
and a later kind known as the - Egg Onion, 
from its resemblance in form to an Egg—all

setts. The two latter sorts are worthless 
compared with the large ‘-English Potato 
Onion” when it can be obtained—Bfrt the 
scarcity and high price of the seed has pre¬ 
vented its extensive cultivation. Being very 
early, and for this reason commanding as 
good or better price in June and July as they 
would the following spring for seed, the stock 
is kept down to the wants of the market gar¬ 
deners; hence liutfewfind their way into the 
market for seed, and the demand as far as I 
have known, has never been supplied. They 
are very easily cultivated and a sure crop; 
increase about four or five fold, i. e., five or 
six bushels for one, and the expense of cul¬ 
tivation is a mere trifle, as the ground may 
be occupied with various summer crops, with 
little or no detriment to the onions.or the other 


Such a mixture, I believe, would be worth 
150 lbs of guano. We may not receive so 
much ammonia but far more nitrate, and 
phosphate, so necessary to our soil, and be 
sure to have a pure and unadulterated article. 

I also take the liberty to direct your atten¬ 
tion to induce the Philadelphia salt merchants 
to import some rock salt in blocks. 1 give 
salt in that state to my cattle. It is so con¬ 
venient to have a lump in the trough ; the 
cattle can lick it when they feel an appetite 
for salt. But it is too high in price ; I have 
to pay $1 50 per 100 lbs. in Philadelphia, and 
scarce to be got. I think it could he impor¬ 
ted for half that price. It would then become 
in general use among farmers.

property of yielding water, is called “The 
Traveller’s Friend.” It differs from most 
other trees in having all its branches iu one 
plane, like the sticks of a fan or the feath¬ 
ers of a peacock’s tail. At the extremity 
of each branch grows a broad double leaf, 
several feet in length, which spreads itself 
out very gracefully. These leaves radiate 
heat so rapidly after sunset, that a copious' 
deposition of dew takes place upon them, 
which soon'coilecting into drops, forms lit¬ 
tle streams, which run down the branches 
of the trunk. Here it is received into hol¬ 
low spaces of considerable magnitude, one 
of winch is found at the root of every branch. 
These branches lie one over the other al¬ 
ternately, and when a knife, or which is 
better, a flat piece of stick (for it is not nf c- 
essary to cut the tree) is inserted between 
the parts which overlap, and.slightly drawn 
to one side, so as to cause an opening, a 
stream of water gushes out as if from a foun¬ 
tain.

We have ever advocated fall plowing, and 
so given our testimony on various occasions. 
We know of no crop, nor kind of soil, but 
what it is an advantageous process, except 
on a clean clover lay for spring crops, it 
combines various advantages. It is so much 
labor done, at a time when the general work 
uf the farm is past, and the teams 'll) good 
heart. It exposes heavy soils to the decom¬ 
posing effects of winter frosts, ami the ac¬ 
tion that the elements have upon the earthy 
and mineral materials of the soil—exposing 
the subsoil in a loose and pulverent state, to 
absorb the ammonia of snow, which chemi¬ 
cal investigation shows to contain a large 
per cent, over the same amount of rain wa¬ 
ter. All fall plowing should be performed 
as late in the fall as possible, so that foul 
grasses shall not be able to vegetate and send

Junius Again. Macaulay, in a letter

For worn out soils plow deeper than they 
have been accustomed to, and bring up a 
new strata for the disintegrating and decom¬ 
posing effect of whiter and the elements, 
particularly in shales and gravelly soils.— 
Heavy clays.and quicksands w ill need plow¬ 
ing again iu the spring, but as late as possi¬ 
ble before planting. 

The best process that we have ever tried, 
for making corn and potatoes on stubborn 
foul grass swards, was to plow as late in the 
fall as frost would permit; and in the spring, 
ns soon us the grass began to shoot, thor¬ 
oughly harrowlengthwise with the furrow 
—then as late as it would answer to distri¬ 
bute the manure if used, cross plow, and 
under a good suit again harrow and plant 
immediately. The rationale of this process 
for so thoroughly killing foul grass, is, that 
lying a winter w ithout air or light it becomes 
bleached and feeble, like all plants growing 
in the shade, and when turned up, the seed 
is so tender and the grass roots ami suckers 
so easily pulverized that one day’s good sun 
entirely destroys them and will produce the 
cleanest fiefd of any process that we have 
ever tried. 

Planting on a foul grass sward, turned 
over for the first time in tbe spring, frequent¬ 
ly makes laborious hoeing and a grassy field, 


effusions in tbe cellular tissue ; when chemi¬ 
cal aetjou overpowers the vital and gets the 
ascendency, it assumes a putrid type, and 
gangrene is the result, ora destruction of or¬ 
ganic integrity. Its proximate cause exists 
in any thing that can for a time intercept the 
free action of the vital machinery. Its direct 
cause may be found iu over-feeding, expos¬ 
ure in wet situations. The milkofiliseased 
cows is a frequent cause of disease. Men 
who are engaged in preparing cattle or calves 
for the market, attempt to fatten without any 
regard to their general health, climate, the 
quantity of food, its quality, or the state of 
the digestive organs. They nre very apt to 
think that as long as the animal has what 
they te‘'m “good food,” and just as much as 
they can cram into the stomach, that they 
must he healthy and will fatten, when in fact, 
too much food oppresses the stomach, impairs 
and overvvot ks the digestive organs, and con¬ 
verts the foed into a serious cause of disease. 
Whenever the digestive powers are overtax¬ 
ed, the food accumulates in the stomach and 
its appendages, and being submitted to the 
combined action of heat and moisture, gas is 
evolved which distends the viscera, interferes 
with the motion of the lungs and diaphragm, 
presses on the liver, and interrupts the cir¬ 
culation of the blood through that organ, 
seriously interfering with the bile-secreting 
process. This is not all, the gas evolved from 
the putrid mass-in the stomach, is absorbed 
and enters into the cellular structure, bence 
emphysema, &c. 

Your correspondent observes—‘My calves 
are well fed and in good order, and those 
that fell victims were in the best condition.’ 
The old maxim, ‘an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure,’ is true ; and I have 
no doubt your correspondent, if he make- the 


My method of cultivation, which has been 
perfectly satisfactory for three years, is to 
plant them in the fall or as early in spring 
as practicable, in rows about two and a-half 
feet apart, and set them from four to eight 
inches apart in the row, according to the size 
of the onion, giving the large setts the wider 
berth. Planted in this way they are as easily 
tended as corn or potatoes in drills. In cul¬ 
tivating, hoeing or raking to kill weeds you 
prepare the ground for almost any spring 
crop you ehoose to put in, and by 1st to 10th 
of July the onions maybe harvested when, 
by proper 'management, the whole surface 
will present a second crop as vigorous as if 
it had been the sole occupant for the season. 
1 have now (Aug. 8.) upon the onion beds (in' 
rows, planted between the rows of onions in 
the proper planting season,) cabbage, beets, 
carrots, melons, squashes, corn, beans, tobac¬ 
co, and sweet potatoes—all of as fine a growth 
apparently as if no onions had been there. 

Very many farmers buy their onions iu 
preference to cultivating them from the black 
seed, and there may be economy in that. Bu 
if they will plant the English Potato Onion, 
they cannot fail of raising a crop,even if they 
give them no attention after planting ; yet 
they will as well repay for good culture as 
any other crop—and then you have a luxi ry 
indeed, of your own production. The best 
method of keeping them through the winter 
according to my experience, is to pack them 
in dry sand in boxes or barrels, in any out 
house or barn—and in any quantity, so that 
the dry sand fills up the interstices between 
the onions. I have kept them in this way, 
perfectly sound, with a loss of less than oue 
per cent ;—Rural JVeui Yorker.

Sty Bolton Grays have eaten little and laid 
well, without setting; but several litters of 
their chickens have all been taken by the rats 
and I have labored in vain to raise any, where 
rats could get to them.

have laid almost continually, and none of 
their chickens have been taken through run¬ 
ning upon tbe same grounds with the Greys. 
The Grey chicks are weakly, white the Pheas¬ 
ants are too sprightly to be caught. 

Guilderlands, after being with a cock of 
another variety, produced half-breeds at fim; 
but the second litter was obviously pure. 
They lay the largest eggs, though less in 
number, and propagate tt eir marks of purity 
like a wild original breed. 

The Black Shanghais I find no demand for 
nor any satisfactory specification of their 
faults, leaving us to reflect upon their like¬ 
ness to an unfortunate race. TheDominque 
or Grey Shanghais seem every way valuable. 
The White are delicate, aud do not rear as 
well. I had 7 chickens hatch from 60 eggs 
and 5 of them lived; while nearly all of the 
Buff color hatched and are doing well.

Many of our best promologists are specu¬ 
lating on the necessity of reproducing our 
valuable fruits from the seed; some main¬ 
taining that many of tire old varieties are 
running out,having passed the period of their 
vitality, and will soon he extinct. One thing 
is sure, that certain kinds are subject to dis¬ 
eases that others are not, qml others onlv 
partially, which it is very possible to avoid 
in new, fresh and youthful varieties. 

Our good apples are numerous, and 
adapted in their times of ripening to all pe¬ 
riods of the year, and leave little to be hoped 
for or desired ; and yet we conceive perfec¬ 
tion in flavor aud other qualities is -not yet 
reached. There is quite a marked difference 
in the aptitude of the plum to take the blotch, 
or leprosy of limbs, and in liability to be at¬ 
tacked by insects. 

The peach, one of the easiest to experi¬ 
ment upon, ns it fruits so soon from the 
seed, requires more attention than any oili¬ 
er, particularly since the prevalence of the 
curl. Many varieties of this fruit are found 
to tie almost exempt from this disease, but 
they are in no case our best peaches; there¬ 
fore from a seedling orchard, some new 
kinds may he produced as good as the best, 
and perhaps superior, and not subject to this’ 


varieties which 1 breed, tho Buff Shanghais 
(sometimes called red, sometimes yellow,) I 
iike the best. With me they have reared the 
best, even the common dunghill not excepted. 
They have laid a good number of large eggs 
of the best quality, and have nursed their 
broods well. Those of the best stock weigh 
from 8 to 10 lbs. One of mv breeders 
weighed 8 l-2Jbs., another 9 1-2 lbs. 

If the fanner who has not yards for sepa¬ 
rate breeding would supplant all others with 
this variety, it could not fail to increase his 
income. And when the lien fever shall he 
past, and its high prices fall away, his chick¬ 
ens in common market would sell, not fora 
shilling, but for half a dollar, and would give 
a proportionable supply of the finest meat at

fests itself in the extremities, is because they 
are more exposed to damp ground, and be- 
cause the blood, in returning to the heart, 
has a bind of up bill work to perform, lienee 
it accumulates in the veins. Now, although 
we observe alarming symtotris in black-leg, 
it is no more a disease of the legs, than it is 
of impaired digestion, absorption, secretion, 
and circulation, for the whole functions are 
involved, and the cure of black-leg is the cure 
of ail other maladies. 

There is no particular treatment for black¬ 
leg, other than we hove already alluded to 
viz: to impart healthy action to the whole 
animal system,arid to remove the direct cause. 
If tbe animal has been over-led with a view 
of fattening, reduce the quantity of food, give 
mucilage of slippery elm, and rub the legs 
with tincture of capsicum. 

Our advice to farmers is, let your animals 
have their meals at regular hours, in suffi¬ 
cient quantity, (aud not a particle more ;) jf 
they waste it, put less before them each time 
until they eat the quantity given, without 
waste; let them have good beds ot straw on 
which to rest their limbs; do not permit them

All of our fine fruits were once seedlings 
and accidentally produced; but as no one 
now a-days sets out uncultivated trees, par- 
ticul rly apples, the day is past for improv¬ 


ing that fruit unless such a course is taken. 

One curious fact has. been observed rela¬ 
tive to like producing like, that is, that the 
■seeds of the highest and finest flavored—of 
the best blood—are not as like to produce 
any thing valuable, as the coarser varieties. 
It holds good in nil the fruits, down to the 
grape. The Isabella has been known to 
bring the poorest kind of frost grapes. Many 
facts relative to the leaf and wood, in the 
early stages of a seedling, indicate the value 
of the forthcoming fruit—the thick, velvetty, 
glossy leaf—sparse and strong twigs, with¬ 
out thorns or spurs—and that general ap¬ 
pearance of blood, as we say of the horse. 

If every amateur of fine fruit would ex¬ 
periment upon a very small scale, we are sat¬ 
isfied astonishing results would be produced.

Irrigation ot Gardens. 

From repeated experiments, we are induc¬ 
ed to draw the conclusion that, next to ma¬ 
nure—the great prate mover in successful 
culture—there is nuthing more important to 
vegetable growth, in many cases, titan irre- 
jgntion, Practical gardeners regard it as in¬ 
dispensable, and alarge shareof their success 
depends on copious watering. 

Some interesting instances which have re¬ 
cently occurred, may be worth stating; Two 
rows of raspberries stand on ground in every 
respect alike, except that one receives the 
drippings from a wood-house,and the other 
does not. The watered row is fully four 
times as large in growth as the other. Again 
—the berries on the bushes of a Fastolph 
and Franconia rasberries were at least twice 
as large when the soil was kept moistened, 
as afterwards when allowed to become dry, 
a reputation of the watering again doubled 
their size. Again—a near neighbor, who 
cultivates strawberries for market, and uses 
a water-cart for irrigating the rows, raised at 
the rate of one hundred and twenty bushels 
to the acre, on common good soil, by this 
means ; unit he noticed that where the cart 
was left standing over night, so thut the water 
gradually dripped from it, for some hours, 
upon a portion of the plants," the fruit had 
grown to double the size of the rest in twenty- 
four hours. It should be observed that these 
advantages of a copious supply of water,per¬ 
tain chiefly to small or annual pluuts. The 
roots of fruit trees, being larger and deeper 

are to he supplied with moisture in a different 
way; that is, by a deep, rich, mellow soil
